the Queen had called to Turin, four or five days 
before, returned to the army the morniag after 
the battle. Every one knows the valor of this 
Prince: he exprefled a great regret af havin 
come too late, and immediately vifited the feld, 
to fee the ground on which the difpoitions were 
made for the engagement. He was attended by 
feveral gencral@thcers, amongft whom I was. 
As our cavalry had not been engaged, but re- 
mained behind at fome diftanee, during the heat 
of the battle, | was igi@rant af what had pafi- 
ed. Curiofity led me to attend his majefty, that 
£ might hear the account given him of the affair ;

"Wlead, a Captain of my acquaintance; ] rode a 


little off from the road to examine nearer, and 
found it was he. After paying a figh to his me- 
mory, 1 cait my eyes on the plain, where the 
enemy had left their dead. I {aw 10 or 12,000 
men ilretched out, naked, and disfigured with 
wounds! Inhumanity itfelf muit have melted. at 
this fpeftacle. The reflections of Yerzes pre- 
fently oceured to me; Alas; thought I, all thefe 
men were living within thefe twenty-four hours ! 
Whiy are they no more? What fenzy has led 
them to cut each others throats? Were they ene- 
mies? No. ‘They did not fo much as know one 
gnotlier‘;—Were glory, ambition, or love of 
) wealth, their motives? Alas, the memory of the 
‘greatedt part of them is buried with them, and 
all their recompence is a few wretched {poils, a 
the fruits of their dangers! But,continued I, am 
A lefs criminal? Want, wretchednefs, or force, 
has made moft of ruese, foldiers. 
obliges us to fhare in the fame cruelties? Have 
thefe men with whom I am fo earneft to fight on 
¢he firit occafion, ever offended me? Did theie 
countrymen, whofe grounds I lay waite, ever 
commit fuch Rofilities on my eltate ?~—W hat then 
is it induces me to aét a part fo contrary to rea- 
fon and humanity? Muft I purchafe a poor. re- 
nown atthe price of fuch oppreffion and blood? 
Have I fludied the world from my infancy, and 
am I {till fwayed by fuch weak prejudices? Is 
this the true nappinass I have fo long fought? 
Or can I hope to find it amongit the turault and 
rage of war? Goon Goo! what weak creatures 
we are! I reafon, I philofophife,. } behold vir- 
tue with a kind Of fondnefs; yet all my fpecu- 
lations have hitherto only ferved. to thew me my 
own weaknels, and heighten my thame!” 

Thefe reflections may be equally applied to 
many other occafions, wherein men have been 
blindly facrificed. by thoufands to the folly or 
ainbition of monarchs; fo true in all ages has 
been the maxim of Hogace:
